Terrill Man Defeats

DES MOINES, Jan. 10.—(INS) 
—Francis Johnson of Terrill, Ia., 
was elected by the Republican rep- 
resentatives today in their caucys 
as the party candidate for the 
speakership of the house in the 
Fourty-fourth general assembly. 

Johnson's election came as @ dis- 
tinct surprise on the second ballot. 

His leading opponent, Joe John- 
son of Knoxvillle, speaker in the 
Fourty-third assembly was the 
favorite to win the nomination and 
his workers had confidently de- 
clared he had enough votes to win 
the nomination. 

WINS BY 4 VOTES 

Francis Johnson received 37 
yotes and Joe Johnson 33. Frank 
Hollingsworth of Boone, and Rey- 
burn Rutledge of Fort Dodge each 
received a single vote for-the nomi- 
tion . 

On the first ballot the victor re- 
ceived 35 votes and Joe John- 
son 34, 

Continuing with the business of 
the caucus the first ballot for the 
speaker pro-tem nomination was 
taken. 

Reyburn Rutledge of Fort Dodge 
received 29 votes on the first vot- 
ing, G. J. Van Buren of Anamosa 
received 22 and E. O. Helgason of 
Armstrong 17. 

Previous to taking the second 
ballot Helgason withdrew from the 
race. 

72 REPUBLICANS MEET 

There were 72 #£Republicans 
seated in the caucus when the 
meeting granted seats to L. W. 
Hall of Wapello County, L. W. Hat- 
ter of Iowa County, and Henry S. 
Berry of Albia.

Francis Johnson is a veteran of 
the Iowa general assembly. Mon- 
day he will begin his fourth term 
in the house over a period of ten 
years. 

He is a farmer by occupation, 
but is a graduate of the Iowa Uni- 
versity law school. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1912, the same 
year he was graduated from the 
law college. 

Johnson is a native of Iowa. He 
was born in Butler county in 1890. 
He is the representative of Dickin- 
son county in the house.

HINT GRAFT IN 
CATTLE TESTS 


to Inject Tuber- 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 10. — 
(INS)—Right of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture to give bovine 
tuberculin. tests and to extermin- 
ate or confiscate affected cattle 
was challenged in an injunction 
suit on file in circuit court today. 

The suit was brought by attor- 
neys for Louis Wittee and wife, of 
Washington county, and names as 
defendants the department of agri- 
culture, D: W. Robinson, agent of 
the department, and Joseph D. 
Maxwell, state’s attorney of Wash- 
ington county. It seeks to enjoin 
the department from prosecuting 
criminal charges against the com- 
plainants for refusing the depart- 
ment to make the tests and to re- 
strain agents from making further 
tests in Washington county. 

Constitutionality of present laws 
under which the department ex- 
amines cattle is attacked from sev- 
eral angles, the complainants alleg- 
ing that the legislative has not 
prescribed definite tests that may 
be used. Discrimination against 
property right of the complain- 
ants by payment of “unjust com- 
pensation” for confiscated cattle 
is also alleged. 

The complainants refused, it is 
alleged, to permit agents to inject 
a serum containing tuberculin 
germs into the blood of their 
dairy cattle, claiming that the ani- 
mals were found by local veterin- 
arians to be free of tuberculosis.

LIVERMORE, Calif., Jan. 10.— 
(INS)—Thirty rescuers toiling as| 
a “human chain” strove feverishly 
today to reach 20 of their fellow| 
workmen trapped 2,330 feet under- | 
ground by a cave-in of tons of 
rock, dirt, timber and concrete in 
the Camp Mitchel tunnel of the 
Hetch Hetchy water project, 16 
miles east of here. 

It will be impossible to rescue the 
men before several hours, officials 
declared.

WAYNE, Neb., Jan. 10.—(INS)— 
Wallace A. Andrew, an ex-convict 
from the Oklahoma state peniten- 
tiary, was to arrive here today to 
carry out his promise that he 
would show authorities the lonely 
grave of Merle Sizer, 25 year old 
school teacher and daughter of a 
prominent Mount Vernon, Ia., 
family who has been missing four 
years. 

While an inmate of Oklahoma 
State prison Andrew told authori- 
ties that he had buried the body 
of the school teacher in a lone wood 
several miles from here after she 
committed suicide while on an au- 
tomobile trip with him.

So here it is: 

Miss Grace L. Weeks, secretary 
of the Public Welfare Associa- 
tion is a public servant and ad- 
mits it. Looking after the inter- 
ests of the poor, the downtrod- 
den and the needy requires so 
much of her time that she has 
but little to spare for the press, 
especially the Free Press. 

On Tuesday evening Miss 
Weeks made an appointment to 
meet a Free Press reporter and 
give a report of the meeting of 
directors. She is authorized to 
give out all publicity pertaining 
to her office and delegates such 


matters to no one else. On Wed- 
nesday morning at the appointed 
time Miss Weeks was _ reported 
ill. Repeated daily visits fail to 
find her in the Welfare office 
at the city hall. By telephone 
she stated that her office hours 
are from 4 to 5 p. m. and that a 
reporter would be received only 
after she had taken care of the 
demands of the needy. 

Daily a group of Muscatine’s 
unemployed gather at the office 
and await the pleasure of the 
secretary that they may gain 
some relief from the pinch of 
poverty. Facing the loss of his 
job the reporter pictured himself 
in this group—the jobless and

At a recent meeting of citizens at the Muscatine Hotel, the 
question of forming a Chamber of Commerce was discussed. 
There is no question but what an energetic association of 
that kind can assist greatly in the progress of any city, and 
there is no question but what the wrong kind of an associa- 
tion can greatly retard the city’s growth. 

A chamber of commerce to be of value must be all that its 
hame implies—a chamber of commerce—a chamber where 
commercial things are taken up and materialized. It does not 
mean a nicely finished room with card tables, pool tables and 
such luxuries. It does not mean an asssgmbly room where all 
the “petty jealousies” of the community shall he aired. It 
means burying the ax, and righting about face to “do some- 
thing.” 

I wonder if the new association will be just that. I fear not 
unless different tactics are used, than those visible at the 
first meeting. 

First of all, the chairman of the meeting was one who has 
been hostile and holds grievances towards certain business 
interests of the city and associated closely with others who 
have taken an extremely narrow view of things, at least we 
kn w he is closely associated with one who loudly claims that 
“one newspaper is enough for our city”. For everyone to feel 
that one of anything in commercial lines is enough for any 
city, is taking the wrong slant on progress. Suppose we had 
only one shde store, one grocery, one clothing store, one 
jewelry store or one factory. Then what! A one newspaper 
town is not what anyone wants. If such thoughts are in the 
minds of those who appear foremost in this movement, we 
can hardly expect anything but a “clique” which I am sure 
would not be for the best interests of any city. We have had 
entirely to many “cliques” already. 

The meeting I understand went along nicely, with a little 
reluctance between speakers, until suddenly there was a lull 
—some minutes seemed to pass before the next speaker 
arose, and then someone was heard to say “go to it’. Up 
jumped a Mr. Bond. He stated in substance that he had lived 
in Muscatine for so many years, that he traveled consider- 
‘ably froth Uhi¢ago out over this.territory, and that Musea- 
tine should be heard of more, that they heard much of one 
man in Muscatine to no good advantage or something of that 
kind. As much to say that the one man they heard so much 
of is a detriment to the city. The old saying is, “when the 
shoe fits, wear it” I AM WEARING THE SHOE. Now the 
thing wrong with Mr. Bond is that he has for years sold 
aluminum ware, and my expose of the poisons of aluminum 
ware in my TNT magazine, did not suit Mr. Bond. When the 
first article appeared in the TNT magazine about one year 
ago last June, in 1929, Mr. Bond came to my office “hot un- 
der the collar” and even threats were made, bad names were 
called. He said something like this: “Baker better watch 
out, as we are building a million dollar building up in Wis- 
consin, and we will put him out of business.” 

Well, to make a long story short, Mellons millions didn’t 
scare me, we never went out of business, and for six months 
I published articles about aluminum poisoning. These articles 
reached fa and wide “Aluminum business” dropped off, and 
someone told me that Mr. Bond had made as high as $400 
monthly salary in his former sales, that business got so rot- 
ten that he quit selling aluminum and went into the business 
of selling advertising novelities. Maybe that’s why Mr. Bond 
arose in that meeting and started to condemn Norman 
Baker. Who were they who before he arose to speak, said 
“Cio to it’? We care not who it was, but it does show that 
rightly the question can be asked—_Was this meeting truth- 
fully called to discuss the necessity of a new Chamber of 


-Commerce for Muscatine, or was it called to condemn The 


Midwest Free Press, because it was a new newspaper in Mus- 
catine, or was it called to jump on Norman Baker? 

We had one Commercial association here a few years ago 
and the secretary, Mr. Chas Fox, was permitted to write 
false statements about enterprises in Muscatine, for in- 
stance, one firm with whom I was shopping with for a car- 
load of California fruit wrote to the secretary of our Com- 
mercial association asking about the credit standing and fi- 
nances of Norman Baker. Mr. Fox wrote back that I was a 
radical, and a no good sort of a fellow and that I “never paid 
my bills until I was forced to do so in court”. Mr. Fox knew 
that there is not one individual in Muscatine or America that 
enjoys a better credit rating than I do for the payment of my 
bills, but this was purely malice. I exposed Mr. Fox and now 
he is out West where he rightly belongs, and the commer- 
cial association passed into oblivion. 

Today we stand facing an attempt to start another such 
association. Shall it be started on the same foundation as 
that which was washed away or shall be we build it upon a 
foundation that will and.can face the storm for a hundred 
years? ; 

Muscatine needs a good commercial association of some 
kind to function 100% for the city of Muscatine and the 
county of Muscatine, but it must not be run for a favored 
few. All petty jealousies must be forgotten, men with axes to 
grind should stay out, and the first 75c that comes into the 
treasury should be spent for a sign to be hung above the 
door reading:

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(INS) 
President Hoover this afternoon 
flatly refused the senate’s request 
that he re-submit to it the nomina- 
tions of three members of the 
Federal Power commissivu, as re- 
quested last night by the senate. 

“I regret that I must refuse to 
accede to the request,” he said, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(INS) 
—President Hoover’s reply-to the 
senate’s action in requesting him 
to return the papers of his three 
appointees to the Federal Power 
commission may go to the senate 
today, it was indicated at the 
White House. ; 

During the forenoon, Mr. Hoover 
was in conference with Attorney 
General Mitchell and Senator Her- 
bert (R) of Rhode Island, a consti- 
tutional authority. 

An extraordinary political dilem- 
ma confronted President Hoover 
today as a result of the senate’s 
action in formally requesting him 
to return nominations of three new 
Federal Power commissioners, who 
were confirmed and sworn into 
office before Christmas. 

SHATTERS PRECEDENT 

This precedent-shattering re- 
quest was made in reference to the 
appointments of George Otis 
Smith, chairman, Marcel Garsaud 
and Claude L. Draper. It was the 
senate’s reply to their order dis- 
missing Charles A. Russell, attor- 
ney, and William King, account- 
ant, looked upon as “enemies of 
the power trust.” 

The senate first voted to recon- 
sider each nomination and then 
requested the president to return 
the necessary papers. There were 
two record roll-calls on -Smith; 
the senate first voting 44 to 37 to

IMPASSE POSSIBLE 

If the president defies the sen- 
ate, he will provoke one of the 
strangest impasses in American 
history. It is barely possible the 
senate may proceedy even without 
the papers, and reject the three 
appointees. The government dis- 
bursing office then must decide if 
the commissioners may draw sal- 
aries. If it should refuse to pay 
them, they will be automatically 
ousted: 

The president’s defy will ‘also 
bring the charge he is “friendly to 
the power trust,” and approves 
the commission’s order in  dis- 
missing Russell and King.

Spades was bid, the play was as 
follows: West led the Seven of Dia- 
monds. Declarer, desiring to take 
the Spade finesse immediately, put 
up North’s Diamond Ace and then 
led the Deuce of Spades, keeping 
dummy’s Queen to use as an entry 
later. When East played small, 
South won by finessing the Jack, 
As that left only the King out- 
standing, it was easy to pick it up 
with the Ace. Then South play- 
ed the Ace and King of Clubs, ana 
North was put in with the Queen 
of Spades to cash two Clubs on 
which South discarded two losing 
Hearts. Following that, Declarer 
had a show-down for a grand slam. 

South’s artificial two-Club bid, 
followed by North’s artificial two 
Diamonds, disclosed the fact that 
North did not hold both the Spade 
King and the Diamond Ace; and of 
course the Declarer had good luck 
in finding the adverse King of 
Spades where he wanted it—in the 
East hand—instead of where he did 
not want it—in the West hand.

When the above hand was play- 
ed in a Duplicate Contract Tourna- 
ment East and West did no bidding. 
At some tables South bid three 


South made the artificial bid of 
two Clubs, North bid two Diamonds 
(showing that he did not hold an 
Ace and King or two Aces), South 
two Spades, North five Spades, and 
South six Spades. At a few tables 
North then bid seven Spades. 

At the tables at which the seven 
Spades was bid, the play was as 
follows: West led the Seven of Dia- 
monds. Declarer, desiring to take 
the Spade finesse immediately, put 
up North’s Diamond Ace and then 
led the Deuce of Spades, keeping 
dummy’s Queen to use as an entry 
later. When East played small, 
South won by finessing the Jack, 
As that left only the King out- 
standing, it was easy to pick it up 
with the Ace. Then South play- 
ed the Ace and King of Clubs, ana 
North was put in with the Queen 
of Spades to cash two Clubs on 
which South discarded two losing 
Hearts. Following that, Declarer 
had a show-down for a grand slam. 

South’s artificial two-Club bid, 
followed by North’s artificial two 
Diamonds, disclosed the fact that 
North did not hold both the Spade 
King and the Diamond Ace; and of 
course the Declarer had good luck 
in finding the adverse King of 
Spades where he wanted it—in the 


East hand—instead of where he did | 


not want it—in the West hand. 
With ten trumps it was a rather 
even bet whether to finesse or not; 
generally the odds favor the finesse, 
but when it cannot be taken a sec- 
ond time there is not much choice,

Watch The Legislature 

The rather unenviable task of redistricting the state so 
as to elminate two congressional districts confronts the Iowa 
legislature which convenes next week.

In one important particular it is unfortunate 
that representation in Congress from the less populous 
sections of the county is growing less as the thickly populat- 
ed sections gain.

The distance from the earth to the 
moon is from 238,850 to 252,820 
miles, although at times the moon 
is only 216,477 miles from the 
earth. The moon’s diamete is 
2,162 miles. The surface of the 
moon contains about 14,685,000 
square miles, or about four times 
the area of Europe. The moon, al- 
though very much smaller than the 
planets, exerts a stronger attrac- 
tive force on the earth because of 
its nearness. The moon is, unscien- 
tifically speaking, drawing every~ 
thing on the earth toward it, while 
at the same time the earth is ex- 
erting the same attractive force 
upon the moon. Because of this, 
the oceans, being composed of 
water, which is easily movable, re- 
spond and move with the moon, 
causing the tides.

Theoretically, 
every lake and pond has a tide, but 
the motion of the water is too 
slight to be measured.

BERLIN, Jan. 10.—(INS)—Max 
Schmeling, mitt master of the 
world snapped back a swift punch 
to the jaw when the German box- 
ing commission in a unprecedented 
communique to a heavyweight 


champion confronted him with a 


strong warning to gguard against 
any action which might be regard- 
ed as derogatory to German sport. 

In reply to the “advice tele- 
graphed to him at his training 
quarters at Partenkirchen, Schmel- 
ing declared he refused to be dic- 
tated to by any group or body 
“which has no idea about boxing 
and has no right to talk about the 
reputation of the sport in Ger- 
many.” 

The boxing commission’s mes- 
sage stated: 

“You are urgently requested to 
avoid in your negotiations with 
foreign sport commissions every- 
thing that might lead to misunder- 
standings and be injurious to the 
reputation of the sport in Ger- 
many. You are also requested to in- 
struct your American representa- 
tive accordingly. 

Herr Schmeling received it with 
foreboding frowns and offered the 
following comment: 

“I refuse to take any orders or 
unsolicited advice from the Ger- 
man boxing commission, which has 
no idea about boxing and has no 
right to talk about the reputation 
of the sport in Germany to a man 
who popularized it. 

“This boxing commission, which 
has never supported me or any 
other German boxer abroad; which 


took no pains to send an official 


representative to the United States 
to see the first German boxer com- 
pete in’ a world championship; 
which was not represented at the 
railway station when I returned 
from the United States, but which 
always found me at home when it

BiG TEN GOES 
INTO ACTION 


'Michigan-Wildcat 
Game Draws Most 
Attention

CHICAGO, Jan. 10—With the 
Michigan-Northwestern game at 
Evanston drawing the spotlight, all 
10 teams in the western conference 
basketball race will swing into 
action tonight. 

Another important game on the 
books will be the afair at Lafayette 
between Purdue, last year’s confer- 
ence champions, and the Univer- 
sity of Mlinois quintet. Both Pur- 
due and Illinois met defeat in their 
games; the Boilermakers bowing to 
Michigan and Wisconsin whipping, 
the Illini. 

Chicago’s game with Indiana uni- 
versity at Bloomington will also 
come in for its share of attention. 
Coach Nels Norgren has built up 
one of the strongest teams in the 
history of the cage sport at Chi- 
cago, but the Maroons face more 
than an acid test in the Indiana 
game. Indiana has not lost a non- 
conference game this season. 

Dr. Walter E. Meanwell’s “pony” 
basketball team rides to Columbus 
to stack up against the Ohio State 
university outfit. Ohio’s more or 
less mediocre showing thus far in 
the season makes the Badgers a 
heavy favorite for the Columbus 
scrap. 

The University of Iowa ‘plays 
host to the University of Minne- 
| sota team in a game at Iowa City. 
Dave MacMillan, the Gopher coach, 
has corralled a powerful looking 
quintet this season—a team that is 
expected to fight the Gophers out 
of the Big Ten cellar, their abode 
| for the past few years. 

Michigan's victory over Purdue 
last Tuesday night has stamped the 
Wolverines as being one of the 
most powerful quintets in the Big 
Ten this season. Coach George 
Veenker will probably send the 
same team that proved Purdue’s 
nemesis into the Northwestern 
game.

BY SMILE FROM 
MRS. COOLIDGE 


Boy Preacher of the 
Black Hills Tells | 
Of Incident 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass.— (INS) —A 
cheery smile fro mthe First Lady | 
of the Land greatly aided a 20- 
year-old youth in preaching his 
first sermon to a _ congregation 


which included the President of the lp 


United States. 

“I had some difficulty getting 
started, but I was soon placed at 
ease by Mrs. Calvin Coolidge,” 
Rolf Lium, second year student at 
Harvard Medical school, explained 
how he stepped into the pulpit, 
without any previous training, to 
preach the Gospel in the little Con- 
gregational church at Hermosa, S. 
D., in 1927, when Calvin Coolidge 
was spending his vacation in the | 
Black Hills. 

Although Lium smiled when he 
was referred to as “The Boy! 
Preacher of the Black Hills,” 
declared that he had never intend- | 
ed to follow the ministerial career. 

“After all it was just an acci- 
dent,” he-explained. “I never in- | 
tended to follow the ministry. I; 
always had aspired to become a! 
doctor and was working as a bus! 
driver in the Yellowstone park to} 
help pay my tuition through col- | 
lege, when a classmate told me of | 
the work he was doing as a preach- | 





er in a small church. 

“T applied for a position, stating | 
that I'd like to work in the Black | 
Hills, for I wanted to get out in| 
the open and do a little riding. I} 
was assigned to Hermosa, a little | 
village of 75 inhabitants.” 

Lium laughingly admitted that | 
he was paid a monthly salary of | 
$50, if he “satisfied them.” The | 
church was only 12 miles from the | 
Coolidge ranch, but the coming of | 
the presidential party was not} 
known until after he had taken the 
post. 

“Just a few days before I was 
to preach my first sermon,” he said, 
“a secret service man came to the 
church and said that President 
and Mrs. Coolidge would attend the 
Sunday service. 

“Naturally, I was a bit upset. 
The idea of preaching always had 
appealed to me, but I hadn’t reck- 
oned on having the president of the 
United States in my first congre- 
gation. 

“There was a lot of scurrying 
around to clean up the church. The } 
little stove in the center of the} 
church was taken up; the long pipe | 
running along the ceiling was) 
stripped away and the kitchen | 
chairs which served as pews were 
scrubbed. | 

“T had some difficulty getting 
started but I was soon placed at 
ease by Mrs. Coolidge. She smiled 
very graciously and made me feel 
right at home. They came there- 
after, for several Sundays and each 
time it was her friendly smile that 
helped me along.”

the charge of first degree murder. |

Sproat was killed on August 8 of 
last year when as a vigilante he 
attempted to stop a car thought 
to contain bandits who had pre- 
viously staged a hold up in Daven- 
port. A shot came from the car 
when Sproat ordered the driver to 
stop and the Tipton man was, fa- 
tally wounded. The car sped on 
down the road and upset about a} 
half mile from where the shooting | 
took place.

A wide range of tree species is 
to be found in the Mount Jefferson 
Primitive Area of 52,000 acres. Liv- 
ing glaciers cling to the sides of 
{Mount Jefferson and feed nearly a 
score of small lakes around whose 
shores wild flowers of every specie 
bloom in profusion during the 
summer. 

The Mountain Lakes Area in 
southern Oregon is the smallest 
with 13,440 acres located on the 
Cascade divide. It cantains forest 
growth typical of high elevations.
